1 . SECRETARY ADAMS WILL TRAVEL TO EUROPE DURING WEEK OF 
MAY 29 - JUNE 5 TO ATTEND THE EUROPEAN CONFERENCE OF 
MINISTERS OF TRANSPORT COUNCIL MEETING IN ATHENS; ATTEND THE 
PARIS AIR SHOW AS THE PRESIDENT'S PERSONAL REPRESENTATIVE; 

AND TO BRIEFLY VISIT GERMANY IN RESPONSE TO AN INVITATION 
FROM MINISTER GSCHEIDLE. FOR PLANNING PURPOSES THE ITINERARY 
FOLLOWS: 

MAY 29 - DEPART WASHINGTON; MAY 30 - BONN (FREE); MAY 31 - 
A.M. MEETING WITH GERMAN AUTHORITIES, P.M. DEPART FOR ATHENS; 

JUNE 1-2 - ECMT; JUNE 3 - A.M. DEPART FOR PARIS; JUNE 3-4 - 
PARIS AIR SHOW; JUNE 5 - RETURN TO WASHINGTON. 

IN THE EVENT THE U.S./U.K. BILATERAL AGREEMENT IS COMPLETED, 
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APPROVED, AND SCHEDULED TO BE SIGNED IN LONDON WITHIN A FEW 
DAYS OF JUNE 5, THE SECRETARY MAY VISIT LONDON FOR SUCH A 
CEREMONY. 

2. TRAVEL WILL BE PERFORMED ABOARD AST GUARD ZERO ONE 
MANNED BY A FOUR-MAN COAST GUARD FLIGHT CREW. AIRCRAFT 
LOGISTICS AND CREW SUPPORT WILL BE ARRANGED SEPARATELY.

A. CG-01 ESTIMATED TIME OF ARRIVAL KOLN/BONN AIRPORT 
IS 2230 HOURS, MAY 29. MONDAY, MAY 30 (GERMAN AND U.S. 

HOLIDAY) WILL BE FREE FOR REST AND RECREATION. AS THE 
ADAMS HAVE NOT VISITED THE BONN/COLOGNE AREA BEFORE 
EMBASSY MAY HAVE SUGGESTIONS FOR THIS DAY’S ACTIVITIES. 

ONLY SUGGESTIONS ARE REQUESTED, NO LOGISTICS OR EMOASSY 
PARTICIPATION WILL PE REQUIRED. TUESDAY, MAY 31 AVAILABLE 
FOR OFFICIAL PROGRAM, HOWEVER DEPARTURE FROM BONN FOR 
ATHENS PLANNED FOR 1500 HOURS. 

0. REQUEST EMBASSY CONTACT GERMAN MOT AND MORT TO 
CONFIRM SECRETARY ADAMS VISIT AND TO PROPOSE COURTESY CALLS 
ON APPROPRIATE OFFICIALS. EMBASSY FREE TO ARRANGE PROGRAM 
WITHIN THE MAY 31 TIME FRAME AND ADVISE DOT. FYI GERMAN 
EMBASSY WASHINGTON HAS ADVISED DOT THAT MINISTER GSCHEIDLE 
WILL NOT BE IN GERMANY ON TUESDAY, MAY 31 BUT THAT 
GSCHEIDLE WILL BE ATTENDING ECMT IN ATHENS. NONETHELESS, 
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GERMAN EMBASSY ENCOURAGED ADAMS VISIT TO BONN WHERE HE 
WOULD MEET WITH OTHER GERMAN AUTHORITIES, POSSIBLY MINISTER 
MATTHOEFER AND THE FOREIGN MINISTER. 

C. SECRETARY ADAMS WISHES TO HOLD A PRESS CONFERENCE 
WHICH WOULD HOPEFULLY BE ATTENDED BY GENERAL AND SPECIA- 
LIZED TRANSPORTATION ORIENTED PRESS REPS. HE IS ALSO 
WILLING TO PARTICIPATE IN A JOINT PRESS CONFERENCE WITH 
GERMAN AUTHORITIES. DAVID JEWELL WILL BE CONTACTING 
EMBASSY PRESS OFFICERS DIRECTLY. 

D. REQUEST EMOASSY RESERVE A TWIN BEDDED ROOM FOR THE 
ADAMS AND TWO DOUBLES (ALSO TWIN BED) FOR REMAINDER OF 
PARTY IN A CONVENIENT MODERATELY PRICED HOTEL (WITHIN THE 
$76 MAXIMUM ACTUAL AUTHORIZED EXPENSE) FOR NIGHTS OF MAY 
29 AND 30. PLEASE ADVISE NAME OF HOTEL AND RATE.

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APPOINTMENTS IN BONN.
